Gordon 
won a first lieutenancy, but he has 
another title which he prizes more 
highly, that of "Pete;" by which he 
wns familiarly known among his bud- 
dies.

op considerable interest. Among those, 
prominent, in local politics, who are 
expected to submit their names to 
the* primnry are Clarence.

OVERSEAS RECORD 


Completes Trip from 
Sandy 


Hook to Britain in Five Days, 
' 12 Hours and 56 Minutes 


LONDON.—The White Star liner 


Majestic passed Lizard Head at 9:10 
otclock Friday morning, thus com- 
pleting her voyage from Sandy Hook 
bar in five days, 12 hours, 56 min- 
utes. 


It was reported at the time of the 


Majestic's sailing that she 'was at- 
tempting to beat the trans-Atlantic 
record held 
by 
the 
Mauretania, 


which crossed in four days, ten hours 
41 minutes. This, however, was de- 
nied by the steamship officials. 


The liner carries a consignment of 


meat and lard which was rushed to 
her pier in New York harbor by the 
Chicago chamber of commerce in an 
effort to establish a record for such 
a shipment of seven days from Chi- 
cago to Southampton. As the ship- 
ment left Chicago at 1:30 a. m. on 
Thursday of last week the chance of 
setting this mark expired.

witli the Canadian government look- 
ing 1o the construction of the Great 
J.akes-St. Lawrence seaway 
nntmi- 


mpusly recommended to the American 
congress and Canadian parliament by 
the international joint commission. 


The action of the secretary was 


source of great gratification to mem- 
bers of congress from the west and 
.aiddle west, who are supremely inter- 
ested in this great waterway develop- 
ment. 


They see in it-an assurance that the 


project will ultimately be approved by 
ooth governments and believe that V 
signalizes the earnestness of the ad- 
ministration to get behind the devel- 
opment and stay behind it until all in- 
ternational 
negotiations und neces- 


sary legislative enactmenta are con- 
cluded. 


Secretary Hughes' Note 


The state department issued tie 


following statement: 


"The secretary of state, on May 17 


1022, sent to the British ambassado 
a note stating that the United 
government would be glad to take up 
with the Canadian government the 
negotiation "of a treaty .looking to the 
deepening of the waterways which 
would enable ocean going ships to 
reach the great lakes. 


"The note to the British ambassa- 


dor referred, to .the fact that on Jan- 
uary 21, 1S20, fh« governments of the 
United States and- Canada referred to 
the international Joint commission for 
investigation - and report, under the 
terms of Article IX of the treaty of 
January 1, 1909, relating to boundary 
waters, questions with respect to the 
improvement of tte St. Lawrence riv- 
er between Lake Ontario and Mon- 
treal, both for navigation and the de- 
velopment of water power. This com- 
mission reported 
on 
December 19, 


1921. 


"The secretary of state said that 'h.e 


was authorized to state that the presi- 
dent favors the negotiation of a treaty 
on the basis of this report of the in- 
ternational joint commission, or such 
modifications as might be agreed on, 
and requested fo be informed as to 
whether the appropriate .British and 
Canadian authorities are disposed to 
undertake the negotiation of a treaty. 


"The department understands that 


this note has been forwarded to the 
Canadian government. No answer has 
as yet been received." 


Regards Waterway Sure 


Representative Chalmers, Ohio, au- 


thor of the St. Lawrence canal author- 
ization bill in congress, and a leader 
in the fight for the project, said in 
commenting on Secretary Hughes' an- 
nouncement: 


"Secretary Hughes' action is deep- 


ly gratifying to me. It marks a be- 
ginning of a lap that will end in com- 
pletion of the waters-ay. I conferred 
with state department officials last 
week regarding the action that has 
now been taken and I regard the for- 
mal transmission of the note to Can- 
ada as the most important develop- 
ment that has been made so far in the 
effort to make the ports of tie Great 
Lakes

boats."

Lord Robert Cecil, debating with

Force.had failed and it was dangerous 
to leave Russia to her fate, as the 
Rusf»an-German agreement had prov- 
ed, he declared. 
Both Germany nnd 


Russia have resources to build armies, 
he said. 


The British delegation, therefore, 


no matter what was thought of the 
soviet,,government, realized .that it 
was necessary for the peace of the 
world to make some arrangement with 
Russia. Resumption, of relations with 
Russia means swelling the voltsme of 
trade on which millions of British 
people depend for a livelihood and will 
also tend toward stability and secur- 
ity for Europe, he said. 


He described the Russian delegates 


at Genoa as keen business men, who 
realized Russia could not pay any- 
thing now, nor in the future, unless 
credits were extended to them upon 
which, they could build a fresh com- 
mercial and industrial life. Therefore, 
he said, the first question always 
with th.e Russians was how much 
credit they were to receive. The Rus- 
sians were prepared to compromise on 
pre-war debts and therefore he felt 
that when the financial experts at 
The Hague got down to hard facts 
there would be some sort of a set- 
tlement.

He spoke of the necessity of keep- 


ing Europe at peace and "of the non- 
aggression pact signed by thirty-four 
nations.

Should the 
rights of these American investor^ l^ter be 
threatened, it will be a government obligation 
to protect them. 


Mr. Hughes believes, and probably most 


Americans looking at the matter from the busi- 
ness point of view, agree, that American assist- 
ance to Russia is impossible and Hopeless under 
present conditions. That is why we refused to 
visit Genoa, and have not accepted the invita- 
tion to The Hague. But Germany and' central 
Europe in general are under no such restric- 
tions as Russia. 
They have recognized gov- 


ernments under which property 
rights 
and 


business are secure. Is it better for us to be 
backed into the affairs of these states by pri- 
vate financial interests subject to no guidance 
but their own intentions, than it would be for 
the government itself to lead, guiding Ameri- 
can participation into channels of safety for 
our policies and 
avoidance of hostility?

SUBJECT OF TALK 


Burt Williams Gives Interesting 


Addres at Group Meet- 


ing Here 


How the banker may become a 


community K-ader was explained by 
Burt WilliSms of Milwaukee, in an 
address which featured the afternoon 
meeting of Group Seven, "Wisconsin 
Bankers' association here Thursday. 
Mr. Williams' address follows: 


"There- is no class of business ef- 


fort in America that carries -with it 
more responsibility than this, the 
business of banking, and as with re-

Belief is Prevalent that Hawaiian 


Islands are Foreign 


Nation 


HpXOMJT.r. — Another 
miscon- 


ception of the status of the Hawaiian 
territory as a part of the United States 
came to light here with the receipt 
of a communication by a local bank 
from the collector of internal reve- 
nue at Washington, returning a cj»eck 
on the bank, '"because the Hawaiian 
islands are not in the T'nited States." 


The commisloner's letter requested 


that "the mutter be adjusted-at once," 
and called attention to the fact that 
n check for any obligations to the 
United States must be "paid at par."

At one year of age, .the average 


healthy baby may have a day's feed- 


ing, 
something like this: 


6 a. m. 


milk. 


9 a. m. Orange juice, mixed with 


water, one or two tablespoonfuls. 


10 a. m. 
A saucer of well-cooked 


cereal, with milk, but no sugar. 
In 


hot weather, cold cereal jelly may 
be used. 
A cup o£ cool milk. 


2 p. m. 
A small helping of some 


green 
vegetable, 
mashed; a little 


beef juice, or some cold beef 
or 


chicken broth which has jellied; a 
small saucer of rice. 
A piece of 


crisp toast or dried bread. 
A cup of 


milk. 
A soft egg may be given in 


PLEASE. 


the place of the broth or beef Juice, 
or a cup of vegetable soup. 


6 p. m. 
Same as 10 a. m. 
At 


either of these meals a thick cereal 
gruel may be given '-with the milk. 


10 p. m. 
A few babies may still 


require a cup,or bottle of milk when 


the mother goes to bed, but many 
babies will have "been taught before 
this age to sleep all night. 


At 18 months, the same plan will 


be followed, but at this age, the 
child 'may have a small helping of 
finely cut beef, lamb, 
chicken 
or 


white flsh at his dinner, and may 
have a simple dessert, like custard 
or junket, afterward. 


At two years, the same plan is the 


basis of the meats, with the addition 
of other vegetables, including baked 
potatoes, and 
stewed 
and 
baked 


fruits, such as apples. 


It'will be seen that three or four 


rules are observed:. 


1. 
Only bne new. food is added at 


a time. 
, 
!- 


2. 
Each new feod is given at flrst 


in very small quantities, tttus mak- 
ing it possible to withdraw it 'alto- 
gether at the first aign of jjlgestive 
disturbance. 


3. 
The simple meals are given at 


regular hours, with no haphazard 
choices of foods and no-nibbling be- 
tween meals. 
Every baby or;child 


should have a great deal of 
cold 


drinking water, and this may 
be 


given between the regular feeding 
and will satisfy the baby's fretful 
appeals. 
* . 


It may seem- to many mothers to 


be unnecessarily lussy to feed the 
baby separately from the rest of the 
family, but if she reduaes her day's 
work to a -routine she will find that 
all the necessary things can be' fitted 
in without too great trouble.
